They 
argue that the belief in and advocacy of Communism is 
so alien to the belief in and advocacy of the American 
system of government that the candidacy of a Commu- 
nist for a seat in the Congress of the United States is in- 
congruous and against public policy. 


However sympathetic one may be to the principle 
contended for by these applicants, one must not allow 
himself to forget that the American system is itself based 
on law, and that the best service that can be rendered 
that system is to live by and observe that law. 


Under our fundamental law, the Constitution of the 
United States, there are but three qualifications for mem- 
bership in the lower house of Congress: (a) one must 
be at least 25 years of age, (b) he must have been a 
citizen for at least seven years, and (c) he must be an 
inhabitant in the state in which he is chosen (Article I, 
section 2). It has been frequently held by the courts and 
by the Congress itself, in contested election cases, that 
the mere possession of these enumerated qualifications 
entitles one to election to the office of representative. As 
Judge Story stated it in his “Commentaries on the Con-

In the Fairchild application, an additional ground 
of ineligibility of Browder has been advanced, to wit: his 
conviction in the United States District Court of violation 
of Title 22, Section 220 of the United States Code. Under 
that conviction Browder was sentenced to serve a term of 
four years in a Federal prison, but is out on bail pending 
appeal. The conviction and sentence, it is claimed, con- 
stitute a bar to his candidacy under Section 510 of the 
Penal Law of the state. The weakness of this contention 
is manifest. It is apparent from the circumstances that 
Section 510 of the Penal Law expressly relates to a sen- 
tence of imprisonment in a state prison, and from the fact 
that if it were attempted to extend its scope to embrace 
a sentence of imprisonment in a Federal prison, it would 
be in clear contravention of section 1 of the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution (Crandall v. State of 
Nevada. 6 Wallace 35, 44; United States v. Moore. 129 
Fed. 630). Matter of Lindgren, 232 N. Y. 59 is clearly 
distinguishable on the facts.

The sudden energy with which District 
Attorney Dewey is now pressing for prose- 
cution of C. A. Hathaway, Daily Worker edi- 
tor, on a trumped up criminal libel charge, 
betrays it as a war-mongering attack on 
freedom of the press. 


This charge, which grows out of an old 
and baseless civil suit, has lain on the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office for three years.

But, at the suitable moment, Dewey has 
become interested.

Lehman has pointed 
out that these hand-picked juries violate the 
constitutional rights of the defendant. 

The Republican-Hoover hope is following 
the same war-monegring policy of undermin- 
ing the Bill of Rights and attempting to si- 
lence the Communist voice for peace as the 
Roosevelt Administration. Dewey uses “blue 
ribbon” and “criminal libel” pretexts while 
the Administration’s prosecutor Cahill uses 
passport technicalities.

CHUNGKING (By Mail).—In southeast Shans! a 
full revolution has been brought about in the life of 
the people. The fundamental idea is to draw every 
single man into the struggle. Four or five mass organ- 
izations have been formed in every village: there are 
the Workers’, Farmers’, Young Men's and Women’s 
National Salvation Association. In larger towns or 
cities, where there is a student body, there exist also 
“Students’ National Salvation Associations.’ These or- 
ganizations are not merely paper associations. They 
actually work. 

There has also been a reduction of the countryside. 
The head ct the county of Chincheng has established 
a school at the county seat, and the elders of the 111 
village districts in his county are all enrolled in it. 
Officials are also invited to these 
The “students” come in groups of 30 each. 

two weeks they are taught by the county magis- 
te and his staff, end after each period cf instruction 
the class of 30 is sent home, to be replaced by another 
thirty coming from cther villages. Every single village 
elder in Chincheng county has attended at least one 
and a second round has begun.

Such courses of instruction are common throughout 
all of the reorganized counties of the war areas—and 
the young county magistrate himself is usually prin- 
one of the teachers. 5 

The effect of this revolution in customs has been 
make the country people a reservoir of strength for 
the Chinese army. Every village has a local defense 
organization cf 30 men. Although these men are not 
fully armed, they constitute a serious menace to Jap- 
anese foraging squads. The villagers act as liaison 
men over the local routes that only they know. They 


to have a closer ccoperation with the villages. Stretch- 
ers of the wounded are passed down from the front 
lines to the hospital from village to village and each 
one supplies two men per stretcher to take the wounded 
on to the next village seat. The villagers have been 
trained in every way to act as the third arm of the 
Chinese army whether they are behind the Chinese 
or the Japanese lines. 

The new village organizations are important not 
only as a war measure but also as the training ground 
for a future Chinese democracy. The give-and-take 
of the meetings of each local group stimulates thought 
and a sense of responsibility among the peasants. In 
Yangcheng County, the new spirit of the countryside 
has been carried even further. In December, 1938, 
there was instituted for the first time a local assembly. 
Each month the village elders of the entire county 
meet at the county seat for a one or two day meeting 
to discuss common problems—the decisions of the 
elders’ meetings are not binding upon the magistrate 
actions but they have a powerful advisory effect. 


bs Washington Is Afraid 


Senator Vandenberg hastens to reassure 
Mr. Walter Lippmann—and the Japanese in- 
vaders of China. 

Now that the U. S.-Japan trade treaties 
have expired the rivalry between Wall Street 
and Tokio as to who should have the right 


to bleed profits out of the Chinese people has 
broken out furiously into the open. 

There has been some talk of an embargo 
against Japan, since an embargo by America 
against Japan would seriously cripple Japan’s 
military machine and probably bring about 
the liberation of China from her Japanese in- 
vaders. 

But that is just what scared Mr. Lipp- 
mann. It explains why he hinted in his col- 
umn Tuesday, Jan. 30, that Senator Vanden- 
berg’s threats of embargo were “a step to 
war.” Senator Vandenberg replied yesterday 
that he had no intention of seriously inter- 
fering with Japan’s conquest of China pro- 
viding this brutal‘ conquest does not hog all 
the profits for itself and exclude American 
imperialism. “Whatever our sympathies,” 
clarifies Senator Vandenberg, “and whatever 

our sense of deep outrage over the conquest 
of China our official responsibility as a matter 
of foreign policy is not to ‘force Japan to 
retreat from China’; it is to protect Amer- 
ican interests.” 

This is almost exactly what Walter Lipp- 
mann said, and what the Wall Street Journal

torial and political integrity.“ (Jan. 27.) 

So all the imperialists agree on this one 
point that American imperialism must take 
profitable advantage of its rival's troubles. 
But it must not give any encouragement to 
the idea that China shall be free and inde- 
pendent or that war should cease in the Far 
East. In fact, Wall St. desires that China 
shall be the victim of a deal between Wash- 
ington and Tokio, and that war against the 
Soviet Union shall become the main order 
of business in the Far East. 

In this ugly squabble over the division of 
China, the interests of British Imperialism 
clash with Tokio and Washington. Mr .Cham- 
berlain hastens to make use of the U. S.- 
Japan fight to pull a squeeze play against 
Britain’s imperialist rival, Washington and 
Wall St. Chamberlain on Wednesday assured 
Japan of his eternal “friendship.” 

In this greedy and ruthless struggle be- 
tween the loving imperialists at London, 
Washington and Tokio, the “noble aims” of 
these powers are unmasked as cynical grab- 
bing of markets and profits. 

But the greater do their’ quarrels grow 
among themselves, the greater becomes the 
pressure from Washington for a joint “holy 
war” by all three against the Soviet Union. 
That is what the American people need to 
guard against day and night to protect their 
families from the disasters of another war.

If that’s a free 
private enterprise, I'll eat my hat. Take the Consolidated Gas and 
Electric Company. Take the Standard Oil Company. Take them all. 
for that matter. You can help yourself, as far as Im concerned and 
you're welcome to them. 

Sure, our forefathers said each man may own property and 
hold it in security, But they certainly were not so crazy as to 
assume a few men could take it all and prevent the rest from 
owning anything. They've carried the thing to such extremes as 
to make a joke of the very principle of property rights. 

These same newspapers that are so barren of any sense of humor as 
to champion the right of Americans to their freedom and independence, 
individually and in free private enterprise, when a handful of corpora- 
tions now control the whole works, also have much to say about col- 
lective, or socialized, or state ownership. This, they assert, is a deadly 
evil. Nothing will work, they say, unless it is operated for private profit 

That casts serious reflections on the United States Navy, but then, 
come to think about it, that too has operated for privae profit in the 
Orient, Latin America and elsewhere. 

They say that without the profit motive, men would lack incentive, 
would grow lazy, and civilization would get into difficulties. It has 
seemed to me that civilization is already in difficulties.

“You run like hell at the beginning and faster at the 
finish.” 

That's a description of the 600 yard race by Sanford Goldberg, 
the sensational young “Flying Fireman” who lines up with Beetham, 
Herbert, Fritz and Wallace tonight in the Millrose Meet in that event. 

Sanford is an unusual track star. He's a fireman over at Engine 
House 282 in Boro Park, Brooklyn, and gets in his training when he 
isn't sliding down pole and eating smoke. After a tough fire it 
usually takes him four or five days before he can train again. 

Yet the youngster has been good enough to finish 1-2 or 3 
in every race he’s run in the past few years against the greatest 
Stars in the world, and last week he climaxed his spurt to the 
top of the track heap by beating the rejuvenated Gene Venzke 
in the 1,000 and shattering the 12-year old mark in the 
He likes to run. “You have to enjoy running or you can’ 

good at it,” he says with the grin of knowledge. “Track is 
must be enthusiastic about. No matter what you do, if fou want to 
keep in form, when you're done working you have to get out and train.” 

Isn't it rather difficult for a fireman to find regular times to prac- 
tice? 

“Oh, yes. Sometimes when my shift finishes at midnight I have 
to get out in the long underwear effect suit and run down the bicycle 
path on Ocean Parkway. I get a little kidding but I don’t mind. For 
one thing I'm about a block past them by the time they finish their 
wise cracks. 

“There are a couple of things about being a fireman that 
aren't so bad for a track man, though. For instance, the smoke 
that fills the Garden and the armortes doesn’t bother me so much 
as it does the other boys, I guess. 

“And,” he added as an afterthought with a smile, “I get plenty 
of starting practice when that bell rings. We have to be down the 
pole and out to the corner in 9 seconds. That's routine.” 

Sanford started his track career at Brooklyn College, where he 
won the Class B half and mile events three years in a row and still 
holds the records. The only event he ever lost as a collegiate runner 
in fact came when he unwisely tried to triple up in the two mile event 
after winning the half and the mile. That was a little too much for 
him. He finished second. 

After he was a fireman a short while, Sanford accepted the in- 

- vitation of the Furriers Joint Council to their big labor meet at Macomb: 
Dam Park. He ran for the Fireman's union, the UFA, and won the 
half and the mile. He thinks labor sports are a great thing for the 

union man. 

Last year Sanford ran in 25 invitation meets and never finished 
worse than 1-2-3. He finished second to the sensational John Borican 
nine times. 

“It was a great feeling when I finally beat John,” he recalled. 
“We're all pals, but once you get on the track you're out te win. 
We don't get paid for it, and we want to get in there first. A 
little start is costly with great runners like Borican, Wallace, 
Herbert, and Beethan. They'll get a few feet on you and that's 

the way it goes all the way around sometimes. You just can’t

find anywhere. And you'll find a fellow from Texas, Rideout, in 

the same club, the Shore A. C., as Borican, the Negro star. No 
phony stuff among the fellows in track. We're all the same.” 

Did he have any special ambition in track? 

“Well, I would have liked to represent the United States in the 
Olympics,” he said a bit wistfully, but I'm hoping to make the team 
for the Pan-American games they'll hold instead. And I want to win 
in a National. Last time there was a big fire a couple of days before 
the National.“ 

And in parting, the pleasant, intelligent young fireman told about 
the time a cop had him worried. 

“I was running in Prospect Park and you're not supposed to 

run there. And I met a cop waiting for me right in the path. I 

couldn't run off—there was no place to break off. So I jogged 

up expecting the worse and the cop looks at me and shakes his 
head sadly. 

“Don’t you know you're holding your arms too low,” he finally 
burst out. “Get them up about here or you'll never amount to any- 


thing!”
